After  the  paintings  were  repro- 
duced, they  were  hung  in  the  offices 
and  corridors  of  the  company’s 
plant  at  North  Chicago,  Illinois.

Various 
collections  of  these  works  have 
been  circulated  for  exhibition  at. 
museums,  universities,  and  civic 
art  centers  in  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  Mexico.

The  tapes  are  mailed  to  the  sta- 
tions on  a circulating  basis.  The 
system  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
the  current  26-week  series  of  BYU 
good  music  programs  being  car- 
ried on  the  ABC  national  network. 

UBSN  was  devised  in  1953  to  en- 
able parents  of  BYU  students  to 
learn  more  about  University  activ- 
ities. Only  ten  radio  stations  agreed 
to  carry  the  two  programs  “BYU 
Devotional  of  the  Air”  and  “Con- 
cert Hall.”  Since  that  time  the 
program  has  grown  to  internation- 
al proportions. 

UBSN  offers,  without  charge,  four 
programs  for  use  by  any  interested 
radio  station.  “Devotional  of  the 
Air”  still  remains  after  13  succes- 
sful years,  but  it  has  been  joined 
by  “Patterns  of  America,”  “Ameri- 
cana,” and  “Concert  Hall.” 

SHOWS  ON  AMERICA 

“Patterns  of  America”  includes 
shows  about  American  holidays, 
customs,  events,  celebrations,  and 
interviews  with  various  prominent 
Americans.  “Americana”  is  a show 
devoted  to  the  sounds  and  music 
depicting  the  American  way  of  life. 
The  one-hour  show  tells  the  story 
of  significant  holidays  and  histori- 
cal events.  It  was  awarded  the 
1965  Freedoms  Foundation  medal 
as  “an  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment in  helping  to  achieve  a better 
understanding  of  the  American  way 
of  life.”

16th  and  24th,  respectively,  among 
colleges  having  the  largest  enroll- 
ment. But  none  of  the  universities 
having  more  students  is  affiliated 
with  a church.

On  the  basis  of  a 1965  enrollment 
of  17,553  full-time  students,  BYU 
is  listed  as  the  16th  largest  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning  in  the 
nation,  according  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania study.
